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Occupied Germany: 


Communicable Diseases: Attached as Appendices “A”, “B”, “C’, are cases 
and deaths by Regierungsbezirk and Land and case rates by Regierungsbezirk and 
Land for the week ending 30 March 1946. 


The number of cases of venereal diseases reported in Bavaria remains practic~ 
ally the same and cannot be expected to improve until a more efficient civilian control 
agency is put into operation. The Land official in charge of venereal disease control 
has been replaced twice within the past three months and has never had satisfactory 
transportation for performing his duties. The same situation exists at the Regierungs~ 
bezirk level. 


During the month of March approximately 27 new cases of tuberculosis per 
10,000 population per year were reported in Land Greater Hesse. Due to the increased 
incidence an effort is being made to increase the number of hospital beds available for 
tuberculosis patients. Gonorrhea rates continue high but it is known that these rates 
represent only about half of the total cases of gonorrhea due to the fact that private 
practitioners continue to treat cases rather than referring them to the VD centers 
for penicillin therapy. ° 


Hospitalization: The Drangstedt Hospital Wesermunde, a jointly operated 
institution for Prisoners of War, has been transferred to complete civilian admin- 
istration with U.S. Army retaining only supervision of such part as will be used to 
provide medical care for Prisoners of War. There were 11970 normal beds available 
in the U.S. Sector of Berlin for the week ending 3 April 1946. Of these 9885 beds or 
82.5% were occupied. There was an increase of 106 normal beds as compared to the 
previous week. Land Baden-Wuerttemberg reports that the medical care of the refugees 
in Wertheim (Kreis Tauberbischofsheim) is very inadequate. Approximately 2400 ex- 
pellees in the camp are cared for by one doctor only. The information was passed to 
the Ministry of Interior, Public Health Deparment and it was suggested that one more 
doctor and one nurse be furnished the camp dispensary. 


Sanitation: All but 18 of the war damaged sewage systems in Bavaria have 
been repaired to date and work on these will be completed by July or August, provided 
sufficient construction material is available. Sanitary inspection was made of the In- 
fant’s Home, Kindergarten, and Old Peopleues Home in Wesermunde. Conditions were 
found to be satisfactory generally. The Home for Deliquent Youths was found to be 
unsatisfactory and corrective measures have been instituted, In Bremen arrangements 
have been made for part-time use of Brueckenstrasse Public Bathhouse by civilians, 
as an aid in the contro] of scabies. 


Nutrition: Bremen reports that it has been recommended to the Food Office 
that a separate category be established in the ration scale for advanced tuberculosis 
patients and hospital workeres employed in tuberculosis sanitoria. 


Veterinary Affairs: All Laender have prepared estimates of veterinarian 
supplies needed annually until 1949. This was done at the request of the Allied Control 
Authority as a part of the program to increase livestock numbers to the pre-war level. 


Nursing Affairs: Land Wuerttemberg-Baden reports that plans were com-~ 
pleted for the approval of the application to reopen the School of Nursing at the 
Municipal Hospital in Ulm. 


Dental Affairs: A conference of Dentisten from three zones including the 
United States Zone, met at Karlsruhe April 5—7, 1946. A final attempt is in operation 
to merge both categories of dental practitioners. Laws governing the practice of Den- 
tisten are being formulated by the governing bodies of both categories of practitioners, 
namely the Bayerische Landeskammer fuer Zahnirzte and the Bayerischer Landes~ 
verband der Dentisten. 


Medical Supplies: Land Bavaria reports that the 59th Field Hospital at Am-~ 
berg and the 112th Evacuation Hospital at Deggendorf were sold on quantitative receipt 
to German authorities. This property will be used to establish a Regional Displaced Per- 
sons’ Convalescent Hospital at Regensburg upon the recommendation of Army and 
UNRRA authorities. Berlin reports that an investigation of the concern Herbert Ruh- 
berg Kosmetische Fabrik, undertaken because of reports that several of its products 
had serious deleterious effects, resulted in the discovery that wood alcohol and other 
caustic poisons were being used. It has been recommended to the Trade and Industry 
Section that the license of this firm be revoked and operation of the plant discontinued. 
The pharmaceutical firm of C. F. Bohringer & Sohn, Mannheim-Waldhof in Land 
Wuerttemberg-Baden was inspected. It is the only large pharmaceutica] plant in the 
Land and though its production rate is difficult to estimate, is probably operating at 
about a 50% to 70% pre-war level. Some of the executives of this firm are working 
under temporary permits and it is stated that the Oberbuergermeister of Mannheim 
would have closed the factory if these key members of the personnel were not per~ 
mitted to be temporarily retained. In Greater Hesse an insulin shortage reached a 
critical stage due to a ten-day delay in delivery of the 1,300,000 units allocated to the 
Land for the month of April. Because of the very close rationing this delay in delivery 
meant that all diabetics would go without the essential insulin for ten days. The Army 
released 500,000 units to cover the emergency.
